8—Discovery 
th at hydrated potassium fluoride, 
a chemical compound, may be the 
solution to the problem of tooth 
decay was announced today in the 
current issue of the Journal of the 
American Dental association. 
The diaclosure was made by Dr. 
Virgil D. Cheyne, of Indianapolis, 
Ind., following the treatm ent of 
27 Indianapolis children with the 
fluoride over a year period. Aver­ 
aging Si* years in age. the chil­ 
dren were made available by the 
Indianapolis Public School Health 
Nursing 
association 
and 
were 
compared, after treatm ent, with 
19 youngsters whose teeth were 
not treated. 
Approximately 90 
percent of 
the decay area# which developed 
in 
the 
teeth of the untreated 
group during the experim ent be­ 
came actively decayed, of carious, 
Dr. Cheyne said. 
Similar decay 
spots in the fluoride group did 
not become active, he added. 
“This preliminary report is en­ 
couraging.” commented Dr. H a r-; 
old L. Hansen, secretary of the 
association's 
council 
on 
dental 
therapeutics. 
"However, 
it 
is 
quite evident th at the treatm ent 
did not stop all decay, but, after 
all. there’s no medicine knowm 
which will effect a complete cure 
of any disease. 
“The fluoride treatm ent is not 
ready for general use by the den­ 
tal profession, but further study 
should be encouraged.” 
Dr. Cheyne treated the 27 chil­ 
dren in the experimental group by 
applying a dilute solution of the 
fluoride directly on their teeth, 
Dr. Hansen explained.

UNITED NATIONS HEADQUARTERS IN AUSTRA­ 
LIA, May 8— With l l Japanese warships, 
including an 
aircraft carrier and a cruiser, already sunk by American 
guns, a major naval battle raged north of Australia today 
that may spell success or failure of Japan’s attempts to 
invade this island continent. 
Five other Japanese vessels were seriously damaged as 
United States warships and bombing planes swept into 
action. 
There was every indication the naval engagement would 
prove to be the most important clash of the Pacific war to 
date, exceeding in magnitude the battle of the Macassar 
Straits in which Japan lost at least 40 percent of a 100- 
ship fleet. 
The battle ranged over a wide area of the azure Coral 
sea south of the Solomon islands. Ships and planes of the 
opposing fleets both played an active part. Latest reports 
said that eight enemy planes had been shot down in the 
engagement. 
This is the battle that may decide control of the seas j 
north of Australia. 
lf the United Nations win, Japan’s immediate threat to 
Australia may be eliminated. 
If victory goes to the enemy, the long and tedious task 
of building up for offensive attack must be started anew.

a maximum. 
Nelson said that he requested 
“immediate action,” because, “the 
situation is so critical.” 
Allocation Started 
W PB lumber officials working 
under Nelson are drafting an o r-j 


der freezing all construction lum­ 
ber stocks and placing them under 
a system of rigid allocation con­ 
trol. 
Private purchases of such 
lumber w ithout government per­ 
mits will be halted. 
The order is 
expected to be issued within the 
next few days. 
Later, it may be extended to 
plyw'ood and light woods needed 
for m aking "wooden” planes, par­ 
ticularly when the furniture in­ 
dustry enters large scale w ar pro­ 
duction. 
The W PB’s industry operations 
division revealed th at the furni­ 
ture industry has been given more 
than $500,000,000 worth of war 
contracts. 
The industry, which 
normally does a $1,000,OOO,000-a- 
year business second only to the 
automobile industry in the dur­ 
able goods line, will be producing 
war goods a t a $ 1,000,000,000-a- 
vear rate in 1943, it was pre­ 
dicted.

Study of Causes of Dizziness 
Gives Sufferers New Hope

people write to me about it every 
week. I am Mad, therefore, to an­ 
nounce some good news in a dis­ 
cussion of the subject by Dr. Miles 
Atkinson of New York.

kinson says, very tensibly in my 
opinion, that the doctors have al­ 
way* been looking for a tingle 
cause which suits all cases, when 
in his experience he has found that 
Meniere’s 
disease 
has 
several 
causes, two of them being quit* 
definite. 
Akin to Allergy 
One class of cases is undoubted­ 
ly caused by something akin to the 
state of allergy. The attacks are 
paroxysmal. Enough cases have 
now accumulated where the pa­ 
tients have been proved to be sen­ 
sitive to something such as milk 
or wheat to allow us to say quite 
definitely that allergy is the es­ 
sential factor in these cases. 
A test which has proved valu­ 
able in recognizing this group of 
cases is th* histamine skin test. 
This has to be applied by a doc­ 
tor, but the principles of it are 
•imple enough. 
There is a great deal of evidence 
to show that with attacks of al­ 
lergy, such as hay fever, asthma or 
hives, there is released in the body 
a aubstanc* known as histamine. 
It is therefore possible to test a 
patient with Meniere’s disease to 
see whether or not he is sensitive 
to histamine. 
A small amount of histamine is 
injected into the skin and in many 
instances produces not only a 
wheal at th* local site of injec­ 
tion, but also induces an atta? k of 
vertigo. Vi hen this has been proved 
to be true of any patient, he is 
then put on an elimination diet to 
lee what food eubstances he is 
sensitive to. This has proved of 
great value in treating the aller­ 
gic group of cases.

There are, of eon se, some cases 
of Meniere’s disease which become 
so severe and continuous as to 
make this prospect acceptable, but 
most of them are milder and it ie 
to be hoped that the application 
of these ideas of groups caused bv 
allergy or vasoconstriction will 
lead to relief without the employ­ 
ment of such drastic m ean.
